The GATES Program offered 
a day of engineering challenges 
to fourth through sixth grade stu¬ 
dents last week at the Falmouth 
School Center.

Searching for British Cannon 


Two other researchers and I 
are tracing the history of the pair 
of British Pattison light three 
pounder cannon, one of which 
may still be sunk in the river at 
Bird’s Crossing where it slipped 
off a makeshift bridge, mired, 
and was abandoned. Local folk¬ 
lore claims boys used to dive to 
touch the cannon in earlier days. 

We have traced the cannon’s 
histories from their tests at 
Woolwich in England, across 
the Atlantic, thru the Great lakes 
on the vessel Hope, to Detroit, 
then to Ruddle’s Fort, thru the 
lakes on the vessel Faith once 
again to a landing on Lake Erie 
or at the river. The guns were 
put on freight canoes and went 
downriver landing at Sandusky 
accompanied by one British 
artillery officer and 24 rangers 
(12 for each gun) to join up with 
other Butler’s troops and 
Indians to fight Col. Wm. 


Crawford’s militia. The guns 
arrived too late for Crawford’s 
defeat and were sent to partici¬ 
pate in the battle of Blue Licks. 

After Blue Licks the gun 
mired and sunk. 

A team of experienced Gulf 
salvage divers and archaeolo¬ 
gists are interested in searching 
for the gun, but first we must get 
more local information (espe¬ 
cially if the gun still remains), 
and details of course changes, 
possible property rights, as the 
river was divided between KY 
and OH twice and the possibili¬ 
ty of a course change that might 
have put the gun on private land, 
only one example of this style 
gun is on the American conti¬ 
nent in a museum in Canada.

City of Butler, Kentucky 
Ordinance No. 411 


AN ORDINANCE MAKING THE TAX LEVY FOR THE YEAR 2011 AND 
FIXING A PENALTY FOR THE FAILURE TO PAY. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF BUTLER 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

1. The ad valorum tax levy for the year 2011 for the general fund shall be 
S0.429 per $100.00 of assessed value of real estate, improvements and 
personal property will be $ 1.140 per $ 100.00. 

2. The City shall have a lien for five years from the date of the assessment 
on the property of each person or corporation for all taxes due to the 
City. This lien shall not be defeated by gift, devise, alienation or other 
means and there shall be no exemption from levy or sale for taxes. 

3. All taxes shall be due and payable on the 31 st of December 2011. Ifnot 
paid by January 31,2012 such taxes shall be delinquent and all 
delinquent taxes shall bear interest at the rate of ten percent per annum 
from January 31, 2012. In addition, all delinquent taxpayers shall pay a 
penalty of ten percent on delinquent taxes. 

4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict, or to the extent of such 
conflict, are hereby repealed. 

5. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage and publication 
according to law.

Our surroundings are full of 
interesting and unusual things 
that many miss in this hectic 
life. The 4-H Photography Pro¬ 
ject gives youth the opportunity 
to become more aware of the 
unique world around us. 

Youth gain many benefits in 
the exciting photography proj¬ 
ect. They can record informa¬ 
tion for other 4-H projects and 
maintain visual records of their 
family and friends and impor¬ 
tant events in their lives. Their 
photography experiences could 
lay the foundation for a good 
start in a professional career. 

The photography project is a 
self-exploration endeavor, be¬ 
cause youth take the initiative to 
plan, carry out, and evaluate the 
learning process. 

Members develop basic 
skills in a logical sequence. 
Topics include the elements of 
photography, parts and opera¬ 
tion of a camera, types of cam¬ 
eras and film, and planning, 
composing, and taking various 
types of photographs. Partici¬ 
pants experiment with composi¬ 
tion, lighting, distance, and 
movement among other photog¬ 
raphy theories. 

These hands-on camera ex¬ 
periences give youth many op¬ 
portunities to explore and dis¬ 
cover. The active approach to 


learning introduces, teaches, 
and reinforces photography 
skills. 

Youth also develop and mas¬ 
ter many life skills including 
acquiring, analyzing, and using 
information, solving problems, 
making decisions, managing 
resources, communicating with 
and relating to others, and work¬ 
ing with groups. Members also 
develop artistic expression and 
learn to recognize and accept 
differences. Equally important, 
4-Hers develop self-esteem 
through pride in their photo¬ 
graphic accomplishments. 

Collectively, all these skills 
enable 4-H members to develop 
workforce preparation expertise 
that is a lifetime benefit. 4-H 
members are encouraged to take 
the initiative to share these new 
skills and knowledge with other 
youth and adults. 

The 4-H photography project 
has two age-appropriate divi¬ 
sions. “Beginning Adventures 
with Your Camera” is for youth 
eight to 10 years old. “More 
Adventures with Your Camera” 
is for ages 11 years and older. 

Members can exhibit their 
photography each year at the 
Kentucky State Fair.

Ageless dressing is the prac¬ 
tice of adjusting your personal 
appearance to changes that 
occur as you age. This concept 
involves taking a realistic look 
at these changes to determine 
what fashions and grooming 
techniques are most flattering to 
you. 

Men’s Wardrobe Tips: 

Choose clothes to make the 
most of your appearance. For 
instance, pleated trousers dis¬ 
tract from a large stomach. 
Sufficient shoulder padding in 
jackets and coats help conceal a 
less-erect posture. If you move 
around a lot, choose trousers 
with elasticized waistband sec¬ 
tions because they stay in place. 

For a slenderizing effect, 
choose the following: coats or 
jackets with medium-length or 
longer lapels; semi-fitted or tra¬ 
ditional styling rather than ta¬ 
pered trousers; solid or vertical¬ 
ly-patterned fabrics; and medi¬ 
um-width ties. Use slender 
knots on your ties. 

You can broaden a slender 
physique by selecting coats or 
jackets with wider, medium- 
length lapels, double-breasted 
jackets and coordinated-fabric 
or knit vests, including sweater 
vests. 

Women’s Wardrobe Tips: 

When buying a jacket or 
blazer, select a length and style 
that flatter your body shape. 


Generally, choose a length 
below or above the full part of 
your hipline. Short people can 
achieve a better proportion with 
short styles. 

Wear a garment that’s all one 
color with hosiery and shoes of 
a similar color to appear taller 
and slimmer. To create the illu¬ 
sion of being longer wasted, use 
a belt the same color as your 
blouse or bodice, rather than one 
the color of your skirt or pants. 
Select garments without a 
defined waistline and wear belts 
and waistbands a little narrower 
and looser than average. Tunics, 
long tops, and jacket dresses can 
hide a short or full waistline. 
Wearing separates also helps 
conceal many body irregulari¬ 
ties. 

Use shoulder pads to align 
narrow shoulders with broad 
hips. Choose garments with 
slee-ves if your arms have 
become flabby or wrinkled. Use 
high necklines and scarves to 
conceal neckline wrinkles. 

Printed or surface-designed 
fabrics focus attention away 
from your body silhouette. 
Choose prints sized to your 
body dimensions. Small, muddy 
or muted prints often appear 
dowdy. Large, widely spaced 
floral patterns can look out of 
character. Experiment with a 
trusted friend to determine what 
looks best on you.

We had a thunderstorm during the 
night but it has now turned out to be a 
beautiful sunny day. It is now sunny and 
breezy with temperatures reaching the 
60’s, perfect weather for drying laun¬ 
dry outside! We have our laundry 
washed and on the line now. Beautiful 
sunny days like this are numbered 
before the cold weather is here. Last 
week we spent time picking a lot of 
potatoes from a few fields after the pick¬ 
ers were done. We now have more than 
enough for this winter. 

They are the “russet storage pota¬ 
toes,” so they keep really well in our 
cool basement. We sure are thankful 
to be able to get these potatoes since 
ours didn’t do so well. Right now we 
are drying them out; these potatoes 
do real well in storage. Our family 
enjoys potatoes and there are so 
many different ways of preparing 
them. One night I made homemade 
French fries with the potatoes, which 
everyone seemed to really enjoy. I 
have been using up the frozen fish 
from husband Joe’s summer fishing.

October 1, 2011 has made it nine 
years now that I have been penning this 
column. Sometimes I think what life 
would be like if mother were still here 
to write it. But God had other plans so 
we must make the best of everything 
when situations in life change. Our old¬ 
est child, Elizabeth, was only eight 
years old, while Joseph was our 
youngest at just a few months old when 
mother passed away.

BEN’S BARS _ _ 

1 package (18.25 ounces) of choco¬ 
late cake mix 

2 eggs 

1/3 cup oil 

8 ounces cream cheese 
1 /3 cup sugar 
1 cup chocolate chips 

Preheat oven to 350. In a large mix¬ 
ing bowl, mix cake mix, oil, and one egg 
by hand until the mixture is crumbly. 
Reserve 1 cup for topping. Pat remaining 
cmmb mixture into ungreased 9x13 inch 
pan. Bake 15 minutes. Cool slightly. 

In a small bowl, beat cream cheese, 
sugar and egg until fluffy. Spread over 
baked layer. Sprinkle with chocolate 
chips and reserved crumb mixture, and 
bake 15 minutes more.

Alternates will be considered in numerical order of Additive Alternates and order of Deductive Alternates. Contract will be awarded on the basis 
of the Owner’s determination of the best Bid, and the terms deemed most acceptable to the Owner, as determined solely by the Owner. 
Competency and responsibility of Bidder and of their proposed subcontractors will be considered in making the award. Ability of the Bidder to 
obtain a performance bond will not necessarily be regarded as sole test of such Bidder's competency or responsibility. Bidders must comply with 
Title VI of the Civil Rights act of 1964, the David Bacon Act, the Anti-Kickback Act and the Contract Work Hours Standard Act. Attention to 
Bidder is particularly called to the requirements as to conditions of employment to be observed and minimum wage rates to be paid under the 
contract, Section 3, Segregated Facility, Section 109 and E.O. 11246 and Title VI Minority Bidders are encouraged to Bid. Bidders must comply 
with the Presidents Executive Order No. 11246 as amended, which prohibits discrimination in employment regarding race, creed, color, sex, or 
national origin. Bidders must comply with 41 CFR 60-4, in regard to affirmative action, to insure equal opportunity to females and minorities 
and will apply the time tables and goal set forth in 40 CFR 60-4. Successful Bidder shall make positive efforts to use small, minority, women 
owned and disadvantaged businesses.
